This tentative statement is a development of a briefer one 
sent out several months ago, which secured fresh material. The 
personal contacts occasioned have been a delightful reward for 
the labor involved, beside the thrill of acquaintance with past 
generations. 


The many defects of this record are sincerely regretted. To 
the question, naturally arising, why certain points are omitted 
and why certain names, places and dates are inaccurately 
stated, the general answer is insufficient information. If this 
record should become the basis of a fuller one, to be made by 
some person who has the time and facilities, the facts that 
may now be elicited will be a great help. 


Reference should be made to local -histories of certain 
counties of Virginia, Pennsylvania and Ohio, as well as of 
Ulster in Ireland and of Lanark and Clackmannan in Scotland; 
also records at county-seats, for entries of marriages, land- 
transfers, tax-payments, wills, ete. Early census-reports and 
rosters of American wars would also yield valuable material. 
Many further details are wanted for the earlier and later 
generations, on births, marriages, deaths, removals, educa- 
tional and professional achievements, etc., with dates, places, 
full names and present addresses... Family-records and ‘old 
letters would tell us much. 


Names of persons believed to be still living in 1929 are 
here markéd with a star, and several obvious abbreviations 
are used. No index is now attempted, but a further enlarge- 
ment would make that necessary.

Use is here 
made of a little book by Wm. M. Clemens (New York, 1914),
